RESOLUTION 

Tariffs 

New Delhi, the 31st October 1953 

No. 8(5)-T.B/53. — The Tariff Commission has sub- 
mitted its Report on the continuance of protection to 
the Calcium Lactate Industry on the basis of an 
enquiry undertaken by it under Section 11(c) read 
with Sections 13 and 15 of the Tariff Commission Act, 
1951. Its recommendations are as follows:- — 

(1) Protection should be continued for a further 
period of three years from 31st December 
1953, at the existing rates of 27.3 per cent, ad 
valorem (preferential) and 37,8 per cent, ad 
valorem (standrad). If during the period of 
protection, the quantum of c.i.f. prices of 
imported Calcium Lactate jeopardise the 
position of the domestic industry, the industry 
may apply for a review of the scheme of 
protection. 

(2) The Central and the State Governments should 
purchase indigenous Calcium Lactate to meet 
their entire requirements, provided the pro- 
ducers maintain the necessary standard of 
quality and charge reasonable prices. 

(3) The indigenous manufacturers should try to 
improve their process of production still 
further so as to conform fully to the new 
Indian Pharmacopoeia specifications for 
Calcium Lactate. . 

2. Government accept all the recommendations of 
the Tariff Commission and will take steps to implement 
them as far as possible. 

3. The attention of the Industry is invited to recom- 
mendation No. (3),

RESOLUTION 
National Academy of Art 
New Delhi, the 7th October 1953 

No. F.16-8/53-H2. — Whereas it is considered expedi- 
ent to establish a national organisation to foster and 
co-ordinate activities in the sphere of visual and plastic 
art and to promote thereby the cultural unity of the 
country, it is hereby resolved as follows: — 

A National Academy of Art. to be called ‘Lalit Kala 
Akadami', shall be established. 

2. Headquarters. — The headquarters of the Academy 
shall be at New Delhi, but they may be shifted to 
another place with the consent of four-fifths of the 
members of the Academy. 

3. Organisation and functions. — (a) The Academy 
shall be a corporate body, shall have a perpetual seal 
and may sue and be sued in its corporate name, 

(b) It shall have the following powers and functions, 
namely: 

(i) to encourage and promote study and research 
in the fields of painting, sculpture and archi- 
tecture and applied arts; 

(ii) to co-ordinate the activities of the regional or 
State Academies; 

(iii) to promote co-operation among art associa- 
tions and to encourage the establishment and 
development of such associations; 

(iv) to encourage the setting up of institutions to 
provide training in various fields of Art; 

(v) to encourage, where necessary, the establish- 
ment of regional Art centres; 

(vi) to encourage the exchange of ideas between 
various schools of art by organising con- 
ferences etc.; 

(vii) to publish literature on Art, including mono- 
graphs, journals, art albums etc.; 

(viii) to establish and maintain a library, catering 
to the needs of various organisations and 
.covering both Indian and foreign Art; 

(ix) to give recognition and to otherwise assist 
approved Art Associations; 

(x) to foster national and international contacts 
through exhibitions, exchange of personnel 
and art objects etc.; 

(xi) to award scholarships and prizes to deserving 
artists; 

(xii) to accord recognition to artists for outstand- 
ing achievement; 

(xiii) to encourage and foster the revival and 
development of Folk Art; 

(xiv) to promote the revival of traditional Art 
techniques and to organise regions 1 surveys of 
surviving indigenous craftsmen, painters and 
sculptors; 

(xv) in furtherance of its objects and work, to 
purchase land, own property of all kinds and 
to maintain, sell, mortgage* or otherwise dis- 
pose of the same; and 

to do all such other acts and things, whether 
ncidental to the powers aforesaid or not, as 
may be required in order to further its objects. 
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4. Officers of the Academy. — The following shall be 
the Officers of the Academy, namely: — 

(i) Chairman; 

(ii) Vice-Chairman; 

(iii) Treasurer; and 

(iv) Secretary. 

5. Chairman. — The Chairman shall be appointed by 
the President of India and shall hold office for a term 
of three years. 

6. Vice-Chairman. — (i) The Vice-Chairman shall be 
elected by the General Council of the Academy from 
among its members; 

(ii) The Vice-Chairman shall, in the absence of the 
Chairman for whatever reason, exercise all the func- 
tions and powers of the Chairman. 

7. Treasurer. — (i) The Treasurer shall b# appointed 
by the Central Government for such period as the 
latter may determine. 

(ii) The Treasurer shall — 

(a) subject to the control of the Executive Board 
of the Academy, manage the property and in- 
vestments of the Academy and be responsible 
for the preparation of the annual estimates and 
statements of accounts and for their presenta- 
tion to the Executive Board and the General 
Council; 

(b) subject to the powers of the Executive Board, 
be responsible tor seeing that all moneys are 
expended off the purpose for which they are 
granted or allotted; 

(c) sign all contracts made on behalf of the Aca- 
demy; and 

(d) exercise such other powers as may be assign- 
ed to him by the Executive Board. 

(iii) The receipt of the Treasurer or of the person 
or persons duly authorised in this behalf by the Exe- 
cutive Board for any money paid into the Academy 
shall be sufficient discharge for the same. 

8. Secretary.— (i) The Secretary shall be the princi- 
pal executive Officer of the Academy and he shall be 
appointed by the Government of India on the nemina- 
tion of the Executive Board for such period and on 
such terms and conditions as the Executive Board may 
determine; 

Provided that the first Secretary shall be appointed 
by the Government of India for a period not exceed- 
ing two years on such terms and conditions as the 
Government may specify: 

Provided further that the Government may also ap- 
point an Assistant Secretary in lieu of or in addition 
to a Secretary for a period not exceeding two years 
on such terms and conditions as the Government may 
specify. 

(ii) The Secretary shall be ex-officio Secretary of 
the General Council, the Executive Board, the Finance 
Committee and all other Standing Committees which 
may be set up by the General Council or the Executive 
Board but shall not be deemed to be a member of any 
of these authorities. 

(iii) It shall be the duty of the Secretary — 

(a) to be the custodian of the records and such 
other property of the Academy as the Execu- 
tive Board may commit to his charge; 

(b) to conduct .the official correspondence on be- 
half of the authorities of the Academy; 

(c) to issue all notices of all meetings of the autho- 
rities of the Academy and of all committees 
appointed by any of those authorities; 

(d) to keep the minutes of all meetings of the 
authorities of the Academy and of all com- 
mittees appointed by any of those authorities, 
and 

(e) to maintain the accounts of the Academy under 
the supervision of the Treasurer. 

9. Authorities of the Academy.— The Academy shall 
conduct its work through the following bodies: — 

(a) The General Council; 

(b) The Executive Board; 

(c) The Finance Committee; and 

(d) Any other Standing Committee or Committees 
which the General Council or the Executive 
Board may set up for discharging any one or 
more of their functions. 

10. General Council— (1) The General Council shall 
consist of the following members, namely:— 

(i) Chairman; 

(ii) Treasurer; 


(iii) Director, National Museum or Curator of its 
Departments of Art and Archaeology till such 
time as the Director is appointed; 

(iv) Five persons nominated by the Government 
of India; 

(v) One person nominated by each Part A, B and 
C State Government; 

(vi) Fifteen representatives elected in accordance 
with the rules to be framed by the Academy, 
by art organisations recognised by the Aca- 
demy for this purpose; 

(vii) Nine eminent artists from different regions 
of India to be elected in their individual capa- 
city by the General Council: 

Provided that for the first term they shall be ap- 
pointed by the Government of India in con- 
sultation with the State Governments. 

2. All elected members will hold office for a period 
of six years and will be eligible for re-appointment: 

Provicjgd that out of the first group of elected mem- 
bers one-third will retire after two years and another 
one-third after four years, the persons so to retire to 
be selected by lottery according to the procedure to 
be laid down by the General Council. 

11. Functions of the General Council.-.— The functions 
of the General Council shall be as follows: 

(a) to elect a Vice-Chairman; 

(b) to elect members of the Executive Board in 
accordance with paragraph 13(v), and to pre- 
scribe the rules of procedure of the Executive 
Board; 

(c) to elect members of the Finance Committee in 
accordance with pragraph 15 (iii), and to ap- 
prove the rules of procedure of the Finance 
Committee; 

(d) to approve the annual budget of the Academy 
drawn up by the Executive Board; 

(e) to appoint auditors; 

(f) (i) to elect, by a majority of at least 3/4ths of 
the members present and voting, artists of out- 
standing merit as Fellows of the Academy: 

Provided they have been recommended for elec- 
tion by the Executive Board and provided 
further that the number of Fellows shall at 
no time exceed thirty; 

(ii) to elect, on the recommendation of the Exe- 
cutive Board, two non-Indians as Honorary 
Fellows as and when deemed expedient; 

(g) to select on the recommendation of tl)e Exe- 
cutive Board, important art organisations 
which are to be recognised for the purpose of 
receiving assistance from the Academy; 

(h) to consider and approve programmes and 
specific projects proposed by the Executive 
Board; 

Ql) to frame its regulations, bye-laws and rules of 
procedure; and 

(j) to do any other such acts as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the Organisation and 
performance of the functions of the Academy. 

12. Meetings of the General Council. — The General 
Council shall ordinarily meet once every calendar year 
at a place and on a date to be .fixed by itself at the 
previous meeting. A special meeting may be called 
at any other time by the Chairman or by the Exe- 
cutive Board either on its own initiative or at the re- 
quest of not less than two-thirds of the whole number 
of members of the General Council. 

13. Executive Board. — The Executive Board shall 
consist of the following members, namely: — 

(i) Chairman of the General Council; 

(ii) Vice-Chairman of the General Council; 

(iii) Treasurer; 

(iv) three members nominated by the Govern- 
ment of India from among their nominees on 
the General Council; and 

(v) nine members to be elected by the General 
Council. 

14. Functions of the Executive Board. — The functions 
of the Executive Board shall be as follows: — 

(a) to exercise the executive authority of the 
Academy, subject to the control of the General 
Council; 

(b) to be responsible for the supervision and con- 
trol of the work of the Academy and of its 
office; 
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(c) to consider and prepare the programme of the 
Academy and speeme projects xor submission 
to the General Council; 

fd) to draw up the annual budget of the Academy, 
subject to financial limits prescribed by the 
finance Committee, to be submitted lor ap- 
proval to tne General Council; 

(e) to prepare the annual report and accounts 
of tne Academy for tne consideration of the 
General Council; 

(f) to consider and propose to the General Council 
names of eminent artists for election as Fellows 
or Honorary Fellows or tne Academy; 

(g) to consider and propose to tne General Council 
names of important art organisations deserv- 
ing of assistance from the Academy; 

(h) to nominate a member of tne Finance Com- 
mittee in accordance witn paragraph 15(iv) ; 

(i) to nominate a person or persons to represent 
the Academy in national and international con- 
ferences or organisations; and 

(j) to select a person to be appointed by the 
Government ot India as Secretary m the 
Academy, and to appoint other members of 
tne starr except those the power to appoint 
whom is delegated to the Secretary. 

16. Finance Committee. — The Finance Committee 
shall consist ot the following members, namely:— 

(l) The Treasurer, who will be the Chairman of 
the Committee; 

(ii) One nominee of the Government of India not 
necessarily from among the members of tne 
General Council; 

(in) Two representatives of the General Council; 
and 

(iv) One nominee of the Executive Board not 
necessarily trom among the members of tne 
General Council. 

16. Functions of the Finance Committee. — The Fin- 
ance Committee shall consider the budget estimates 
of the Academy, make recommendations thereon to 
the Executive Board and prescribe the limit, for total 
expenditure within a financial year. 

17. General. — (i) Any rule made or decision taken 
by the General Councd or Dy any authority of the 
Academy except where the authority acts in accord- 
ance with its powers anu l unctions as defined in tins 
constitution, may be s :naea or set aside by tne 
General Council. 

(ii) The General Council may, by a majority of not 
less than three-fourths ot tne members present and 
voting, request the Central Government to amend this 
constitution in such manner as the General Council 
may decide.
